THE EAIITHQUAKE. 


E.vperleiice of aii Eye JVituess in Clnirliis- 
toii, S. C. 


• ‘‘Necessarily the only descrip­ 
tion that can be given of the disas­ 
ter whicJi has befallen our citv, 
consists in a narration of the ex­ 
perience and’observation of indi­ 
viduals, and the subject being the 
same and the experience of all be 
mg nearly alike, the story told by 
one careful observer may well 
stand for one hundred others, with 
a slight variation. 
Brobably the 
best idea that can be had of the 
disturbances, tberetore, 
may be 
obtained from a narration of events 
and scenes of Tuesday niglit, as 
they were presented to a single 
person while engaged in Jiis usu- 
al_ duLies in the secoud story room 
of the News and Courier office. 
A t the time of tlie first shock the 
writer’s attention was vaguely at­ 
tracted by a sound which seemed 
to come from the office below, 
and which was .supjiosed for the 
mom ent to be caused by a rapid 
rolling of a heavy body as an iron 
safe or a Jieavilj- laden truck over 
the lloor. Accompanying the sound 
there was a perceptible tremor of
